Amend tlie Landlord and Tenant Law Amendment Act A.D. i^c. 
(Ireland), 1860, the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act. 

1870, and the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1SS1. 

B E it enacted by tlie Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. — (1.) "Where an application has been made or shall be made to Judicial rent 

the Court, under the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, to fix a fan* 
rent for a holding, the judicial rent when fixed by tlie Court shall raccei-diuy 
relate back to, and shall commence to run from, the gale day next ^hua^ 
after the service of the originating notice to fix a fair rent. notice. 

10 (2.) This section applies to rents fixed either before or after the 

commencement of this Act. 

(3.) This section shall not alter or affect any order now or here- 
after made by the Court specifying an earlier period for the com- 
mencement of the judicial rent, but such order shall remain and be 
15 of full force and validity. 

(4.) Where a tenant has paid rent to the landlord in excess of 
the rent payable under this section, he shall be entitled to credit for 
any such excess in any subsequent payments of rent, or he may 
recover the same from the landlord as money paid for the use of 
20 the tenant, but subject to the landlord’s set off for any rent that 
may be due by the tenant. 

2. — (1.) The words tf predecessors in title ” in clause eight, sub- Predecessors 
section nine, of tlie Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1S61, shall include 
predecessors in occupation. decessors hi 

25 (2.) The use or enjoyment of any improvements made by a tenant occupation, 

or his predecessors in occupation shall not he deemed to be compen- 
sation by the landlord within the meaning of the said subsection. 

(3.) In considering, under clause seven of the Land Law (Ireland) The Court 
Act, 1881, the circumstances of the case under which a change of 
30 tenancy has occurred, the Court shall not take into consideration considera- 
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against the tenant the length of time he or his predecessors in title 
or occupation have enjoyed the improvements made by the tenant 
or his predecessors in title. 

(4.) Unless such a meaning is manifestly inconsistent •with the 
contest, the words predecessors in title, wherever used, in the Land- 5 
lord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, and the Land Law (Ireland) 
Act, 1881, and in this Act, shall include predecessors in occupa- 
tion. 

(5.) On the hearing of any application to fix a fair rent of a 
holding, and for the purpose of all proceedings under the said Acts 10 
and this Act, all improvements on such holding shall, until the 
contrary is proved, he deemed to be the tenant’s. 

(6.) No rent shall he allowed or made payable under the Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, in respect of the increased letting value 
resulting from the tenant’s improvements. 15 

3 . — (1.) The tenant of a holding held under a lease may from time 
to time during the continuance of such lease apply to the Court to 
fix the fair rent to he paid by the tenant, to the landlord for the 
holding, and thereupon the Court, in accordance with the Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, as amended by this Act, may determine 20 
what is such fair rent, and the same shall he deemed to he the rent 
payable by the tenant for the term of fifteen years from the gale 
day next after the service of the tenant’s notice of application. 

(2.) Where the judicial rent has been determined in respect of 
any holding held under a lease, the tenancy shall during the con- 25 
tinuance of such lease he subject to all the lawful provisions con- 
tained in the lease, save such as are inconsistent with the provisions 
of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, as amended by this Act. 
The rent only of the holding shall be determined by the Court. 

(3.) Provided always, that if there he any clause or condition in go 
any lease the breach of which would work a forfeiture in such 
lease, such clause or condition shall not take effect unless or until 
the landlord shall have applied to the Court to declare the same 
forfeited, and the Court shall have declared the same forfeited ; and 
on the hearing of such application, the Court, if of opinion that 35 
adequate satisfaction for the breach of such clause or condition can 
be made by the payment of damages to the landlord, may relieve 
the tenant from forfeiture upon such terms as to the payment of 
damages or otherwise as it may think just. 

4 . — (1.) Where a lease contains a clause, condition, or covenant 40 
against alienation, an assignment of the lands held under such 
lease shall be a valid and effectual assignment in law, unless and 
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until the landlord shall apply to the Court, and the Court on his A.D. iss3. 
application shall declare the same to he void ; and the Court shall al - ei j|^“ n 
have power to relieve the tenant against such clause, condition, or skill w valid 
covenant upon such terms as to the payment of damages and “£ a d *r oi<l 

5 security for the payment of rent or otherwise as it may think by Court, 
just. 

(2.) The application to he made by the landlord under this sec- 
tion must be made within one month after having received notice 
in writing of the assignment from the tenant or his assignee. 

10 (3.) This section applies to leases made either before or after the 

commencement of this Act, and shall have effect notwithstanding 
any stipulation to the contrary. 

5. No land shall be deemed a town park within the meaning of Definition 
the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, and the Land Law 

15 (Ireland) Act, 1881, wliich is bona fide used as a farm, although 
such land may be in the occupation of a person living in a city or 
town, or the suburbs thereof ; and the term “ town parks ” shall be 
confined to such lands as have been or shall be let for the purpose 
of being used by a person living in a city or town for the accommo- 

20 dation of his house in such city or town. 

6. (1.) Notwithstanding anything contained in the twenty-fourth Land Com- 

and twenty-sixth sections respectively of the Land Law (Ireland) ft3f 

Act, 1881, the Land Commissiou may, if satisfied with the security, amount of 
advance the whole of the principal sum to the tenant for the pur- 

25 pose of the purchase of his holding. tenants for 

(2.) The Land Commission may accent personal or other security 
for one fourth of the principal sum, in addition to the security of the fogs, 
tenant and the holding in respect of which the advance is made. 

(3.) The Land Commission shall accept payment of such advance 

30 by an annuity for the period and at the rate provided by the 
twenty-eighth section of the Laud Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, or at 
a proportionate rate extending over the following periods, that is 
to say, forty-five years, fifty-five years, or sixty-one years, at the 
option of the tenant. 

35 (4.) Advances made to tenants under this Act shall be subject to 

the powers, provisions, and conditions contained in Part Y. of the 
Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, as amended by this Act. Repeal a, -ct

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8. Tlie word lease shall have the same meaning as in the Land- 
lord and Tenant Law Amendment Act (Ireland), 1860. 

9. This Act shall not apply to England or Scotland. 

10. This Act shall he construed together with the Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1881. 

11. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Land Law 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1S83.
